On the llth June, 1987, at about 2020 hours, Information 
was received at Battalion Headauaiters that some terrorists 
had ambushed one of the patrolling parties of 65 Battalion, 
Central Reserve Police Force on the Moga-Bhaghanurana by¬ 
pass and the terrorist Rang had fled a wav Irt a truck towards 
Ludhiana side on O. T. Road. Immediately the information 
was relaved through wireless to all the out-posts of 65 Batta¬ 
lion. All the Companies and Platoon posts were put on red 
alert to apprehend the terrorists moving by truck. 

On receiving the information. Sub-Inspector Om Prakash, 
Who was on patrolling duty with a party of seven men, out a 
(taka at Ajitwal. At 2100 hours the truck carrying the terro¬ 
rists reached there. On seeing the Central Reserve Police 
Force naka party, the driver of the trnck tried to jump the 
naka partv hut, when he could not do so. he stooped it on the 
road. Sub-Inspector Om Prakash. without caring for his per¬ 
sonal safety, rushed towards the truck and apprehended the 
driver. The party took hold of the truck and during the 
search they recovered Isevep AK-47 Chinese automatic rifles, 
15 Magazines and 1170 live rounds of ammunition from the 
specially designed hidden compartments on the rear of the 
driver seat. 

After capturing the truck alongwith driver and arms and 
ammunition, it was presumed that the terrorists, who ambushed 
the Central Reserve Police Force partv had not yet escaped 
and, therefore, intensive natrolllne continued throughout the 
and night. On 13th June, 1987 at ahout 0130 hours, three scoo¬ 
ter horne terrorists were Intercepted bv a joint Central Reserve 
Police Fo’-ce/Police partv including Sub-Inspector Dm Prakash. 
The police party signalled the terrorists to stop but thev 
opened flee and the police pflrty also returned the fire in 
self defence. Sub-Tnspector Om Prakash took the patrol 
party swiftly and stalked towards the terrorist's position, His 
shots aimed at the terrorists hit the targets accurately. Trt 
this brief encounter, nl the three terrorists were killed. One 
Scooter, one AK-47 rifle alongwith 30 live rounds and one. 
double barrel shot gun were recovered from the dead terro¬ 
rists. 

In this encounter, Shri Om Prakash. Sub-Inspector of 
Police displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion 
to duty of a high order.

On netting information on the 4th February, 1986. at 
ahout 7 00 p.m.. that 9-10 dacoits had resembled ir an 
abandoned air-field by the side of Andal-Ukhra Road with 


a view to commit a dacoity (from the passengers of public 
vehicles), Shri Sudip Roy, Sub-Inspector of Police, olong- 
with two Sub-Inspectoib, one Assistant Sub-Inspector and 
two constables left for the place of assemblage: While pro¬ 
cessing towards the air field, Shri Sudip Roy alerted the 
patrol party and public on the wav against the dacoits. On 
arrival at the air-field Shri Sudip Roy carefully planned 
his action for arresting the dacoits after leaving the jeep at 
n considerable distance. Then, he alongwith his party, mar¬ 
ched towards the field through bushes. All of a sudden 
the police party was fired upon with bombs and bullets fired 
by the criminals from their improvised weapons. The 
policemen immediately lie down on the ground and returned 
the fire. Shri Sudip Roy and one Assistant Sub-Inspector 
and a Constable received bomb injuries. The officers conti¬ 
nued to fire from their weapons and their, determined action 
could ensure the retreat of the miscreants who ran away. 
They were chased by the police party but the miscreants 
managed to escape under thei cover of darkness. On search. 
Police party found four persons lying injured and urcons- 
scious on the ground. Three improvised pipe guns, some 
live bombs and live ammunition were recovered from the 
iniured miicreants. The injured dacoits and the in'ured 
policemen were Immediately removed fb Sub-Divisional 
Hospital, Durgapur, where the four iniured daeo’fe were 
declared dead and the police personnel were trended upon. 
The incident was enquired into bv the Executive Magie'rnte, 
Durgapur, and the action taken by the Police was justified.

Superinten¬ 
dent of Police /Operations. Kanurthala. the second under the 
command of Shri Kultar Sineh. Deputy Superintendent of 
Police, and the third under bis own supervision. After 
covering about 5 Kms. on foot through marsh* t-raaln 
flooded with water, the Police partv reached Gud-to Thch 
where the terrorists were bidinh. On seeing the Police party, 
the terrorists opened fire on them. Tn spite, of beaw firing 
from terrorists, the nartv led by Sbri Para* Mon! Dns 
rrached within 50 yards from the terrorist*. Since he was 
ahead of the partv, a .315 bullet hit him and ccossel through 
his chest fracturing his ribs nnd injuring the lung. He wan 
Heeding profusely, but without caring for bis life ho 
directed his men to carrv on the assault and aonreherd the 
terrorists. In the meantime. the terrorists fled under tho 
cover of darkness in thick etenhantn grabs of M'md ’Die 
sang was lod hy -top dreaded terrorist Jaswinder Singh alias 
Satwinder Singh Hias Parent. Shri Dns wn* htougM hf-V nn 
foot covering a distance of 5 Kms, Op artificial *trechen pre¬ 
pared with rifles to Civil Hospital. Sultapnnr T odhi and was 
tdv»n flrst-Md and thereafter at about 11.30 p.m. he was 
shifted to C.M.C. Ludhiana.

On the 18th February, 1987, information was received that 
some terrorists were expected to visit Sultanwind area of 
Amritsar. Shri Puran Chand Sharma, Deputy Superintendent 
of Police was assigned to watch that area and nab those 
terrorists after locating them. He deployed his men appro¬ 
priately and took precautions to guard against possible 
ambush. 

At about 10.00 A.M. when he was moving in civil dress 
in a private car which was given to him for the specific 
assignment, he noticed four suspected persons on two motor 
bikes. He approached them and tried to stop them, put they 
sped away. Shri Sharma, who had 3 men with him at that 
time, chased the susjpects and also maintained contact with 
the parties deploed on the escape routes. Due to crowded 
locality and cris-cross by-lanc9, he could not keep track of 
one motor-bike but continued to chase the other one. At 
one stage, the suspects left their motor bike and started run¬ 
ning. Shri Sharma alongwith his men got down from the 
care and gave a hot chase to the culprits. They followed 
them lane by lane and finally over -powered them. The two 
terrorists were later identified as Swam Singh and .Tagdish 
Singh Malli, General Secretary ‘Snd Vice-President of All 
India Sikh Students’ Federation respectively, who were carry¬ 
ing rewards on their heads.

Statement of services for which decoration has been 
awarded 

On the intervening night of 5-6th March, 1987 information 
was received by Superintendent of Police, Morena regarding 
the presence of notorious dacoit Raghuraj Singh Sikarwar 
and his associates in the forest of Bharkapura, Police Station 
Pahargarh. The dacoit gang was likely to commit a sensa¬ 
tional dacoity in the village Ther. The information was 
immediately communicated to Deputy Inspector General of 
Police Chambal Range and all the available force was collect¬ 
ed and divided into three parties and the ambush was laid 
on all the possible escape routes. The first party was led 
by Superintendent of Police alongwith Shri Hari Singh Yadav, 
Deputy Superintendent of Police and others. Shri Ramakant 
Bajpai was in the second party alongwith Deputy Inspector 
General, Morena. The third party was a cut off party con¬ 
sisting of 12 police personnel with instructions to intercept 
the gang if they tried to escape. 

On the 6th March, 1987, at about 0600 hours, the dacoit 
gang came in contact with the party led by Superintendent 
of Police, Morena, who challenged the dacoits to surren¬ 
der. But the dacoits started indiscriminate firing on the 
police party. The police party allso returned the fire in self 
defence and kept advancing towards the dacoits, who had 
taken a formidable defence position under the cover of ft 
thick tree. When Superintendent of Police, Morena came 
under heavy fire from the dacoits, Shri Hari Singh Yadav 
started crawling forward so as to get close to the dacoit 
gang. He also opened fire in order to divert the attention 
of dacoit Sikarwar. As a result of this, dacoit Sikarwar 
directed his fire towards Shri Yadav but Shri Yadav conti¬ 
nued advancing towards the dacoit. In the meantime, 
Superintendent of Police, Morena also crawled to a position 
close to the dacoit Sikarwar and fired at him. Dacoit 
Sikarwar tried to escape, but Shri Yadav shot at him and as 
a result the dacoit was killed on the spot. 

While the Superintendent of Police, Morena and Shri Yadav 
were fighting a pitch battle against the gang-leader, Sub- 
Inspector Bajpai noticed that the other two dacoits had also 
taken defensive positions in bushes, about 30 yards away 
from him. Realising danger to the life of Superintendent 
of Police, Morena and Shri Yadav, Shri Bajpai started giving 
a heavy covering fire towards the dacoits thus prevented them 
from firing towards the first police party'. 

One of the dacoits, who was with a .12 bore DBBL gun, 
fired at Shri Bajpai. Undeterred by the firing, Shri Bajpai 
without caring for his personal safety leaped forward in one 
jump and took an alternative position. He crawled for¬ 
ward and reached near the dacoits. From the close range 
he attacked dacoit Kamal Singh and killed him on the spot. 
In the encounter, in all three dacoits were killed viz. Raghu- 
raj Singh Sikarwar, Kamal Singh and Guddu alias Kedar. 

In this encounter, Shri Hari Singh Yadav, Deputy Superin¬ 
tendent of Police and Shri Ramakant Bajpai, Sub-Inspector 
of Police, displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.
